REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claim 1 , the instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious 
improvement over the invention of CN 1415854A. The improvement comprises the use 
of several planar elements mounted to the suction side of a wind-driven power-plant 
rotor blade that are located only in zone extending from the blade root to half the length 
of the rotor blade, wherein the planar elements are selected so as to effectively reduce 
cross-flow. Conversely, CN 1415854A's planar elements extend along the entire length 
of the blade. Further, U.S. Pat. No. 6,910,867 B2 discloses the use of flow control 
elements only in the transition section of the blade, i.e. inner third of the blade, but such 
elements promote vortex formation and thus are not capable of reducing cross-flow. 
Therefore, the modification of CN 1415854A by the teachings of U.S. Pat. No. 
6,910,867 B2 would be improper since the flow control elements of each reference 
perform mutually exclusive functions. 

In regard to claim 12, The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious 
improvement over the invention of CN 1415854A. The improvement comprises the use 
of a planar element having that is air-permeable at least segment-wise by having the 
forms of a gird or perforations. Such a planar element, including any intervening 
limitations, is not known in the art of wind turbine blades.

Examiner's Note 

The amendment to the claims incorrectly identified claims 13-18 as being 
cancelled. However, claim 18 was never present during prosecution. Therefore, the 
claims have been renumbered such that claims 13-17 are cancelled, pursuant to rule 
1.126.
